He said because Neptune's Den is 
so popular, the park district can soon ex- 
pect to need new game equipment. 


"It's going to wear out fast, and we're 


going to have to repair it," Haddock 
said. He also said the district should also 
consider buying more equipment so 
people using the center don't have to 
wait hi line to use it. 


Because of the popularity of the center, 


Haddock has recommended that Nep- 
tune's Den be open from 3:45 to 5 p.m. 
weekdays to handle students during the 
Wheeling High School activity period. 
The center is located in the high school 
complex. 


THE DEN ALSO will be closed on 


Wednesday nights and opened on Friday 
nights to attract more people. One spe- 
cial day per week will be set aside for 
girls, so they don't have to compete with 
the boys to use the equipment. 


Although Haddock suggested charging 


some type of admission fee to help fi- 
nance the center, park board members 
want to keep It open to the public free of 
charge. The park board said the center 
may be expensive to operate, but added 
the district would have to work the extra 
cost into Its budget . 


A survey of 94 high school students us- 


ing Neptune's Den showed most were In 
favor of the recreation center. Many 
said, however, they would like to seee 
the Den open throughout the school day 
and have more game equipment avail- 
able for use.

Road work fate uncertain 


Work on Dundee Road remained at a 


standstill yesterday and state officials 
would not say whether paving would be 
called off until spring. 


Albert Sifrer, project engineer for the 


Illinois Division of Highways, said offi- 
cials were making soil tests to determine 
whether the ground is dry enough to con- 
tinue paving.

The government took a big step Mon- 


day toward returning the nation to a con- 
trol-free economy, as the Cost of Living 
Council and automobile industry worked 
out a deal freeing the automakers from 
wage and price controls. 


In return for the dropping of controls, 


the automakers promised they would 
keep car costs — especially for the in- 
creasingly popular gas-saving compacts 
— from skyrocketing. 


The agreement involved the CLC and 


General Motors, Ford and American Mo- 
tors, with Chrysler not participating, but 
also allowed the benefits of decontrol. 
Chrysler was expected to stay In line. 


Under the agreement, the car manu- 


facturers can't increase prices more 
than |150, barring "unforeseen major 
economic events," and after that in- 
crease can't boost prices again during 
the 1974 model year. 


In effect, the CLC was accepting the 


three-year contracts worked out between 
the auto companies and the United Auto 
Workers union — an 8 per cent increase 
that was higher than the 6.2 per cent the 
CLC said was allowable for'wage and 
fringe benefit Increases. 


CLC Director .John Dunlop said the 


agreement was aimed at getting stability. 
in auto industry wages and prices during 
1974, particularly In light of the mush- 
rooming demand for smaller cars during 
the gas shortage. 


The decontrol, in line with a promise 


from President Nixon to return to a con- 
trol-free economy, follows .similar action 
in lesser industries — such as lumber 
and cement —' to let prices rise and en- 
courage more production. 


The auto industry was considered a 


major case because it touches so many 
aspects of the American economy. • 


If stability comes as Dunlop predicts, 


It will affect a major portion of the econ- 
omy. GM, Ford, Chrysler and American 
Motors did about $60 billion.dollars in 
total corporate sales in 1972 and about 3 
million people — 3.5 per cent of the labor 
force — make, sell and service cars. 


The auto industry uses about 20 per 


cent of the nation's steel, 10 per cent of 
its aluminum, 55 per cent of its lead, 35 
per cent of zinc and 65 per cent of syn- 
thetic rubber in making 9.2 million pas- 
senger cars and 2.8 million trucks and 
buses. 


If the council had not acted Mon- 


day, American Motors would have been 
able to increase prices by $114 a car on 
Tuesday. Ford could have increased 
prices by $188 a car and Chrysler would 
have had a $136 Increase Wednesday.

A new Watergate break-in theory 
links Nixon brothers with Hughes

Senate Investigators believe the Water- 


gate break-in was an effort to determine 
what information the Democrats had 
Unking President Nixon's two brothers 
with billionaire Howard Hughes. 


Transcripts filed in Washington's U.S. 


District Court Monday advanced the the- 
ory that the break-in was related to a 
number of additional matters Involving 
Hughes — including allegations that his 
associates wanted the federal govern- 
ment to stop nuclear testing In Nevada. 


The transcripts, verbatim accounts of 


secret testimony given the Senate Water- 
gate Committee- by several Hughes 
aides, contrast sharply with the theory 
that the June 17, 1972, break-In was 
funded by Nixon re-election officials to 
Iconi about Democratic campaign strate- 
gy. 


The transcripts were part of a suit to 


block further executive session inter- 
views with 16 Hughes associates who 
have been subpoenaed by the committee. 


The court papers also show that 


Hughes was tied to a "national security" 
matter which led Nixon to order his 
brother Donald Nixon's telephones to be 


tapped. Committee lawyers, in one brief, 
said Donald Nixon "was the subject of 
electronic surveillance" because of his 
relationship to Hughes associates and a 
trip he made with former Hughes associ- 
ate John Meier to the Dominican Repub- 
lic in 1969. 


Elsewhere in the transcripts, com- 


mittee lawyers questioned Hughes asso- 
ciates about Donald Nixon's helping 
Hughes set up mining rights in the Do- 
minican Republic. 


Terry Lenzner, a committee in- 


vestigator, is quoted in the transcript as 
saying Hughes "received special benefits- 
. . . special decisions by the adminis- 
tration on a variety of matters" in- 
cluding the President's approval of the 
sale of Air West airlines to Hughes; the 
dropping of a Justice Department suit 
that blocked expansion of the Hughes 
gambling empire in Nevada; and "the 
attempt by Hughes Tool Co. to stop AEC 
testing in Nevada."

Energy bill flow continues

Congress moved ahead on the energy 


front Monday: 


• Voting against "gas-guzzling mon- 


sters," the Senate passed a sweeping 
energy conservation bill that would re- 
quire auto makers to give more miles to 
the gallon by 1978. • 


• House-Senate conferees agreed on a 


compromise bill by which most of the 
nation would return to Daylight Saving 
Time, probably by Jan. 6. 


The Senate energy bill, the first com- 


prehensive effort by Congress to control 
America's growing appetite for energy, 
would put into effect a government-wido 
program to curtail energy use .in both 
the public and private segments. It 
passed 75 to 15. 


A key provision would require car 


manufacturers to boost automobile gas 
mileage to at least 20 miles per gallon by 
1984 and order the Transportation De- 
partment to begin enforcing unspecified 
minimum mileage standards by 1978. It 


also calls for development by the Trans- 
portation Department of an energy-ef- 
ficient, low-polluting automobile within 
four years. 


Under the House-Senate bill, Daylight 


time would remain in effect until Oc- 
tober, 1975. Both houses were to try to 
pass the bill this week. 


In other energy-related developments: 
• Chairman Milton Pikarsky of the 


Chicago Transit Authority appealed to 
motorists Monday to start riding CTA 
commuter trains and buses to ease the 
energy crisis and cut down the CTA's an- 
ticipated $58 million deficit for 1974. He 
said the CTA could accommodate IS per 
cent more riders during rush hours and 
200 to 300 per cent more riders during 
other periods. 


• Sen. Adlai Stevenson, touring.a Chi- 


cago plastics plant, said the Nixon ad- 
ministration has put the United States 
"at the mercies of the major oil' com- 
panies." He said that millions of persons 
In the petrochemical and related in- 


dustries may lose their jobs unless the 
administration takes action to help them. 


• More than 400 trucks blocked Inter- 


state 580 near Tracy, Calif., for about an 
hour yesterday, backing up Bay Area 
bound traffic for five miles. Meanwhile, 
acting on truckers' complaints of fuel 
price gouging, the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice reported Monday that agents found 
more than one-fourth of the truck stops 
they checked were selling at prices 
above the government ceiling. 


• President Nixon's new energy chief, 


William E. Simon, said Monday the ener- 
gy shortage will not lead to a recession 
because the American people — rather 
than industry — will bear the brunt of 
the fuel shortages. 


• The Senate Watergate Committee 


has decided to subpoena White House 
records pertaining to 1972 campaign con- 
tributions by the dairy Industry to Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


A committee source said the White 


House had advised that some records 
would be turned over promptly but that 
executive privilege might be invoked on 
others. There have been some sugges- 
tions that the donations were related to a 
March, 1971, decision by Nixon raising 
the federal support level for raw milk 
and cutting imports of dairy products. 


Cancer link 
in asbestos 
cement pipe?

A research group Monday asked the 


government to ban use of asbestos ce- 
ment pipe in drinking water systems be- 
cause it may cause cancer. 


The Center for Science in the Public 


Interest said a study conducted by a ma- 
jor asbestos manufacturer, the Johns- 
Mansville Corp., showed that water pass- 
ing through such pipe washes asbestos 
fibers from the cement and carries them 
into the tap water. There is "ample rea- 
son to believe that Ingestion of the major 
varieties of asbestos leads to increased 
risk" of cancer of the stomach and diges- 
tive tract, the center said. 


A Johns-Mansville spokesman said that 


despite many tests "no one has ever de- 
termined any problems" with asbestos 
cement pipe. A spokesman for the As- 
bestos Cement Pipe Producers .Assn. 
stated, "There is absolutely, unequivo- 
cally, no evidence at all linking the use 
of asbestos cement pipe to any health 
hazard." 


The center has asked the Environmen- 


tal Protection Agency to ban manufac- 
ture of asbestos cement pipe for use in 
portable water supply.

While Buffalo Grove officials hope a 


100-acre reservoir along Buffalo. Creek 
will be completed by mid-1975, the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District will not make 
any commitments. 


Both these groups and the Lake County 


Forest Preserve District are involved in 
the project that is expected to alleviate 
the flooding of homes along the creek. 


Roy Carlson, principal civil engineer 


for the MSD, said yesterday his district's 
legal department is still reviewing the 
proposed contract between the three 
agencies. 


Carlson could not predict when the 


agreement might be executed or when 
construction of the reservoir, will begin. 
Under the reservoir proposal the forest 
preserve district would acquire the 
needed land, the MSD would construct it 
and Buffalo Grove would maintain it 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson said 


yesterday he expects to get a copy of the 
agreement .within the next week and is 
hopeful It will be signed sometime In 
January. The village will not act on the 
proposal, he said, until the MSD and for- 
est preserve district sign the contract 


If the three agencies reach agreement 


by January, Larson said the reservoir 
could probably be completed by May, 
1975. He sold it probably would take 
about a year to acquire land and another 
four months to construct the reservoir.

for half the land acquisition cost How- 
ever, if the grant is not approved, MSD 
officials have indicated the sanitary dis- 
trict will pay the entire cost. 
. WHEN COMPLETED, the 260-mlllion- 
gallon reservoir, which will be at the 
southwest corner of- Arlington Heights 
and Checker roads, will provide major 
flood relief for downstream 
Buffalo 


Grove and Wheeling residents. During a 
severe storm, water will be held in the 
reservoir until the danger of flooding has 
passed. The water will then be released 
slowly from the reservoir. 


Officials have said the area surround- 


ing the reservoir will probably be in- 
undated 5 per cent of the time. After a 
severe storm, it will be drained making 
the area suitable for recreation. Al- 
though exact facilities have not been de- 
cided upon, the area might be suitable 
for fishing, picnicking and other sports' 
activities. 


The reservoir has been in the planning

cerncd, I suspect it has bees over exag- 
gerated. The most important aspect of 
managing arthritis is good medical su- 
pervision, and there are many fine doc- 
tors and medical facilities in St. Peters- 
burg. I know a lot of doctors in that area 
and consider medical practice there to 
betopnotch. 


From a climate point of view, I am 


convinced that older people do better in 
milder climates. Battling the elements 
gets harder and harder as the yean pass 
by. 


Where you live is very much a person-

Does diabetes usually strike after or 


when a person has a shock or illness? 
Also, I have a blood sugar test every 
four months which never shows any sug- 
ar. Do yon think I still have it? Or, is ft 
only under control? I am only on a diet 
for diabetes. 


The diabetes is usually there original- 


ly, and after a severe illness or shock It 
gets severe enough to be noticed or dlag- 
nused. In other Instances, the problem'in 
handling sugar just gradually gets worse 


until It fits the classification of diabetes. 


Your blood tests do show sugar (glu- 


cose), but I presume that the amount is 
within the normal range. Or, at least 
they are normal enough that your doctor 


Is unconcerned about It 


A person who really has diabetes is not 


cured of it. Rather, the problem is con- 
trolled. That means the blood sugar tart 
too high, and the person is doing fine. 
Many persons witn diabetes are well con- 
trolled by diet ak-je. This is particularly 
true if the diabetes if not too severe and 
the patient is faithful about following the 
diet plan the doctor has given him.

and West hands you can decide on the 
proper way to play today's hand. 


You start by winning the first trick 


with dummy's ace of spades and are 
faced with the moment of decision at 
trick two. You are going to lead a red 
cord and take a finesse, but which suit 
should that red card belong to? 


When the hand was played, South led a 


trump. The finesse worked. Then he went 
back to dummy with the ace of clubs and 
took a second trump finesse. That 
worked also, but West showed out and 
since there was no way to get back to 
dummy for any more finesses, declarer 
had to lose one trick in each of the four 
suits. 


Me had mlsplayed the hand, but

Columbus' first discovery a true paradise 


by CLARE WRICIIT 


ST. LUCIA — The seductive spell of 


this second largest Windward Island em- 
braced us liko velvety tradcwinds as we 
stepped off our Eastern Airlines jet at 
remote Hcwanorra International Airport, 
near Vleux Fort on the southern coast. 


Earlier, as our plane nosed down for 


landing on tlie lush, leaf-shaped Isle wall- 
owing In palm trees and bright blooms, I 
had pressed my nose against the cabin 
window for a good look at the Carib- 
bean's most photographed mountains — 
the Pltons, twin conical peaks, half a' 
mUo high, jutting dramatically upward 
out of the sea. 


"Chris Columbus, you old dog," I 


thought — "If you DID discover this slice 
of paradise — as some history books say 
— how could you ever leave it! 1" 


That thought skimmed In and out of 


my mind often the next few days as I 
walked on soft golden beaches and drove 
through lush forests of this tranquil spot, 
breathed the sensual flower-perfumed 
air, saw orchids growing like weeds and 
fruit trees so varied I couldn't keep 
count. 


HOW COULD anyone, I thought, come 


here and not harbor a longing to stay 
forever? 


Actually, exact facts of who first dis- 


covered St. Lucia (pronounced Loo-sha) 
are hazy. Some credit Columbus (June 
IS, 1502). Others say a bunch of English

sailors founded the first "settlement on 
the 238-square mile Island. Another 
claims that shipwrecked French sailors 
landed and christened it St. Lucy, Dec. 
13,1502. 


Evidently the latter must have made a 


strong Impression because the 100,000 St. 
Lucians who occupy the mountainous Is- 
land feast and frolic every year oh that 
day, which has been dubbed Discovery 
Day. 


St. Lucia, lying midway between near- 


by French-ruled Martinique to the north 
and smaller British-oriented St. Vincent 
to the south, has had a bloodthirsty his- 
tory which belles the serene atmosphere 
wo found so magnetizing on our recent 
visit. 
. THE CARIBS, pre-Columbian natives, 
were in possession of St. Lucia until the 
mid-nth century. History tells howthey 
murdered the whole lot of English who 
tried to establish a colony In 1639. 


The French tried to take over in 1642.

They didn't have much iuck either. 


Then for nearly a century and a half, 


the French and English fought over the 
scenic little Island, and It switched flags 
14 times. 


Finally the British won in 1814 — at 


least officially. Noting the profound Gal- 
lic Influence (place, names and cuisine; 
we were inclined to think maybe the 
French had conquered after all. 


After landing on the southern edge of 


the island, we were transported in an an- 
cient double-decker English bus, the 
short distance to Halcyon Days Hotel for 
lunch. The resort offers beach and aqua- 
sports, tennis, horseback riding, skeet 
shooting, archery,' and .a 'wonderful re- 
laxed atmosphere. 
, 


Anxious to see all we could of St. Lucia 


in a short space of time, we boarded the 
60-foot charter boat, M. V. Sallflsh, to 
cruise to the pretty little picture postcard 
town to Soufriere, at the base'of those 
two famous pointed Pltons. 


We were expected. Several dozen grin- 


ning little brown-skinned boys chattering 
excitedly in a mixture of English and 
French-English patios swarmed out .on 
the dock as our launch pulled in. 


From here we drove inland to visit the 


sulphur baths bubbling near what St-Lu- 
clans call "the world's only drive-in live 
volcano." 


SOME SAY Louis XVI popularized the 


water in the boiling cauldrons and had It 
channeled for himself and his troops, 
claiming It was beneficial for rheumat- 
ism, arthritis and respiratory diseases. 


It was pitch dark when, smelling of 


sulphur, we boarded the M.V. Sallflsh 
again to cruise through the clear Carib- 
bean waters to Castries, capital city of 
St. Lucia. Happily, the fresh sea winds 
blew away the pungent.sulphur fumes. 


Two hills loom behind Castries — La 


Morne Fortune and La Vlgle. Bright and 
early the next morning we drove to the 
peak of La Morne Fortune to examine 
the French fortifications about which 
lurk a thousand memories of the 150-year 
struggle between France and England. 


Cows and small boys have pretty much 


claimed the ruined fort, but we could 
still sense sonic of the majesty of ancient 
glory as we stood there in the warm 
breeze. Even if there had been no history 
to contemplate from this hilltop, the view 
alone is worth the climb. Down below lay 
beautiful Castries Harbor and the azure 
bay sparkling In the Caribbean sunshine. 
' St. Lucia now has 1,200 guests rooms In 
hotels and guest houses. 


WE STAYED at La Toe Hotel, a five- 


niinute drive from Castries. 


A Cunard-Trafalgar resort hotel, the 


La Toe has 164 very modern rooms adja- 
cent to a beautiful beach, swimming 
pool, tennis courts and private golf 
course. 


La Tocalso offers one and two-bedroom 


cottages for light housekeeping. .

Mclo's 
food market displays tempting trays of 
spiced pork hocks. 


The houses in the enclave, too, arc eth-. 


nic. At one time, they were of sober Ca- 
nadian red brick. Today, they are a riot 
of blues, greens, yellows, corals, and 
pinks. 


Colorful baskets laden with flowers 


bang on (he porches. A panel of St. 
Francis and the birds adorns many front- 
door panels. Even small shrines arc to 
bo seen in many front gardens.

Train passengers are one of the friend- 


liest groups in the world. I don't know 
why this Is. I just know it is so. 


One of Amtrak's slogans should be, 


"You're never lonely on a train." 


Maybe It's because it's so relaxing. 


You're seeing so much and experiencing 
so much, and you want to share your 
reactions with others. 


I've found my opinion is not. unique 


among students. Hundreds of other colle- 


gians expressed similar thoughts. They 
were as diverse as students can be ... 
backpackers, surfers, bicyclists, camp- 
ers ... yet their common bond of train 
travel provided a means of commu- 
nication and sharing. 


Almost without exception, the train 


and station staff try to make your trip 
enjoyable. 


EVERY MAJOR train has a red-coated 


P.S.R. (Passenger Service Representa- 
tive) on board. His job is to answer your 


questions and help you. On many trains 
they provide map-brochures so you'll 
know what you are seeing and where 
you're going. They also often point out 
things — such as a nudist beach near an 
Amtrak route in California — that aren't 
on the map. The P.S.R.'s generally -are 
young people too, and they speak your 
language. 


Here ar some tips for students thinking 


about taking an extensive trip via Am- 
trak: 


• Stop In at the nearest Amtrak ticket 


office well in advance of your trip to get 
a timetable and Information about fares. 
If you plan to travel at peak times — 
over holidays or any time at all during 
the summer — be sure to make your re- 
servations and get tickets well hi ad- 
vance. 


• Amtrak's baggage allowance Is gen- 


erous. Besides carry-aboard hand lug- 
gage you may check three pieces totaling 
150 pounds in the baggage car, but it's 
still wise not to take more than you can 
handle. Insurance 
is available for 


checked luggage, but it's advisable to 
carry very valuable items, such as cam- 
eras and tape recorders, right with you. 


• If you are economy-minded (as most 


students are) your coach seat will be 
your bed. You can really stretch-out. 
First-class sleeping accommodations 
called roomettes (for one) and bedrooms 


(for two) are available but cost quite a 
bit more. Lights are dimmed in coaches 
at 10, but the lounge or recreation cars 
are available for those who want to be up 
and about until later. 


• To meet students or other inter- 


esting people, head for the lounge or rec-1 
reation cars. You con get a snack or a • 
drink. You may play cards, listen to mu- 
sic, read or just chat with new friends. 
Some recreation cars have closed circuit' - 
television, showing recent feature films. 
Passenger Service Reps organize games. 


• Looking at the scenery is the most''. 


popular pastime. The Western trains in', 
particul.ir feature high-level or dome, 
cars for better viewing. Riding through 
Glacier National Park, for example, is a 
trip you'U never forget. 


• A final word of warning: always , 


wear shoes and shirts on the train. Pass- 
ing through cars is sometimes tricky,. 
and the floor moves in strange ways' 
where the cars join. Shoes are good pro- 
tection. And the food cars are after all * 
restaurants and sanitary laws require 
shirts.

RTA: We oppose referendum OK 


The plan finally arrived at by the 


Illinois General Assembly for es- 
tablishment of a metropolitan Re- 
gional Transit Authority can only 
b'j ''escribed as terrible legislation. 


After months of negotiations, the 


leadership of the Illinois House and 
Senate brought forth a document 
which fails to face up to the long- 
range problems of mass transit,, 
and which is shot through with 
loopholes. 


What the legislature has offered 


is a transit authority firmly under 
control of the City of Chicago. It is 
designed only to ensure the pre- 
servation of the Chicago Transit 
Authority and the other commuter 
railroads which have long fed off 
public subsidies. 


board must take over the passen- 
ger operations of any railroad de- 
siring to get out from under that 
service, the bill makes no such pro- 
vision for bus companies which 
serve areas outside the city. 


One hard-fought provision won 


by suburban legislators was what 
was intended to be a guarantee to 
areas outside the city-for a share of 
transportation finances. A provi- 
sion was included calling for 
spending of two-thirds of the mon- 
ey collected in the city, the suburbs 
and the five, counties other than 
Cook to benefit those areas. But it 
is worded in such a way that'the 
RTA board may avoid spending the 
money for services WITHIN the 
suburbs or the five "collar".coun- 
ties surrounding Cook.

Much ha* been made of arguments 


against a presidential impeachment pro- 
ceeding on grounds It would be too grave 
and awesome a stop — that it would icar 
the nation and create nothing but dis- 
unity. Little has been mndo of tlio count- 
er-argument. 


Tho nation already appears to bo di- 


vided Into three basic groups: 


—Ono believes all tho allegations' 


against tho President ore put-up jobs, fo- 


mcnted by his enemies. 


—Another, with a high distrust of the 


President, believes politics is inherently 
a dirty and dishonest business and that 
those with power and money command a 
position above tho law. 
•—The >thlrd segment* believes 'allega- 


. lions against Nixon -and ,'hjs adminis- 
tration go to the heart of national surviv- 
al.'

• Where aro any of these people left 'if 
Congress goes no farther than it already 
has on the Impeachment question? The 
reaction would bo, of course, "See, I was 
right." Nothing would be changed. . 


There I* a strong argument that, the

to do so might make It too easy at anoth- 


• er, future time.

But It would appear that if further dis- 


unity Is to be avoided and the nation sav- 
,ed from irreparable scars that a thor- 
ough cleansing is in order.

abuses of the public trust by saying that 
Democrats played tricks on GOP cam- 
paigns; that LBJ, too, taped'conversa- 
tions in the White House; that LBJ and 
FDR used the FBI and other agencies to 
retaliate against their enemies; that 
Johnson advised Nixon to take a big tax 
deduction on his vice presidential pa- 
pers; that Democrats accepted milk lob- 
by contributions and pushed then to help 
the industry, and that both parties 
abused campaign financing lews hi the 
past. 


All that has been placed under the 


cloak of "politics as usual" . 


If such activities do comprise "politics 


as usual" as the. average American 
apparently suspects, shouldn't something 
be done to change that? 


What better way than to demonstrate 


that the President Is not above the law, 


that when he is alleged to have abused 
the public trust that he will have to ans- 
wer for It before the American people 
represented by members' of the House 
and Senate? 


What better way than to demonstrate 


to future office holders that abuses of the 
public trust will not be tolerated and that 
they will have to answer for abuses? 


Such proposals as reforming campaign' 


financing may be commendable but they 
would treat the symptom, not the Illness. 


The democratic system is constructed 


on the base of participation and control 
by the people. Without a demonstration 
that what has happened or has been al- 
leged to have occurred in recent years Is 
not "politics as usual," the result could 
be more voter apathy which can only re- 
sult in dirty politics and the rich and 
powerful truly commanding a position 
above the law.

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Fuel crisis renews interest in gas, electric cars

DETROIT - Could It bo bock to "the 


good old days" for automobiles la this 
gasoline-short era? 


At the start of the 20th Century, tho 


gasoline-powered cor started out a poor 
third to Its steam and electric counter- 
parts. That didn't last long and soon the 
steam and electric autos were left far 
behind and nearly forgotten. 


Now there's renewed interest In these 


power sources, the gasoline and oil situ- 
ation being what It Is. 


In 1000, when 4,105 vehicles wore man- 


ufactured In this country, 1,681 of them 


were powered by steam, 1,575 by elec- 
tricity and only 939 by gasoline engines. 
Tho steamers lasted until the 1930s and 
they attracted a loyal and vocal follow- 
ing. 


"There was on instantaneous leap in 


response to the throttle, unmatchable by 
any gasoline oar," remembers on aging 
owner of a steam car. 


AT ONE TIME In the first 20 years of 


tho century, more than 125 different 
makes of steam cars were on U.S. roads, 
bearing such names as the White, Mo- 
bile, Locomobile, Lane, Clark, Grout, 
Gcorless, Delling and Doble.

then lost a great deal of money," says 
Wagner. "Heinz Nlxdorf, (company 
founder), was not satisfied with tho ex- 


pansion. So by Jan. 1 of this year, we 
had bought out the Victor division to 
market tho computers under our own 
name." 


Wagner Is heading up a staff of several 


Nlxdorf employes as the company pushes 
into a new, and hopefully, successful 
phase of U.S. operations. 


The market in Illinois and the rest of 


tho country Is opening up for the mini 
computer, says Wagner, a Des Plalnes 
resident. -The company figured it could 
cash In on the expanding needs of busi- 
ness firms for machines that cut the vol- 
ume of bookkeeping and paperwork.

To save electrical energy, Prof. G. Ro- 


land Pctrco of tho University of Illinois 
at Urbana-Champalgn suggests changing 
to fluorescent lights where possible be- 
cause fluoresccnts give three or four 
times as much light for energy con- 
sumed. 


"A typical 100-watt Incandescent lamp 


will give 1,700 lumens. A fluorescent light 
with two four-foot tubes and ballast, us- 
ing 02 watts total, will give 6,300 to 8,500 
lumens, depending on tube color," be 
said. 


When asked whether fluorescent lights 


should not bo extinguished for short peri- 
ods because of starting current demand 
or effect on tube life, Pclrcc said, "Treat

Nygaard said that pre- 
vious attempts by the industry to provide 
a puncture-scaling feature were general- 
ly unsatisfactory from a technical stand- 
point. Previous sealants became too 
fluid, causing the sealant to migrate or 
shift Inside the tire. These factors affect- 
ed tiro handling characteristics and 
caused unsatisfactory tire performance 
at expressway speeds.

Initially, the tiro will be available in 


tho United States in nine sizes, from 
BR70-13 through LR 70-15, to fit the ma- 
jority of automobiles. The recommended 
selling price of the Golden Lifesaver for 
the smallest size (BR70-13) will be $52. 


By 1920, Just a few remained and in 


1925, the Stanley Steamer — the greatest 
of them all — had disappeared. 


The Stanley brothers — twins Francis 


E. and Freeland 0. - built their first 
steamer in 1897 although, they admitted 
later, "We knew but little about steam 
engines and less of boilers." Before the 
final Stanley Steamer was built in 1925, 
the company produced 18,000 cars. 


"It is graceful and rakish in outline 


and unlike any gasoline car that can at- 
tain anvequal speed, it has-no odor, noise 
or vibration," on advertisement for a 
1916 Stanley Steamer Roadster said. "It 
can be run through city streets without 
attracting the least attention except for 
its neat appearance." 


BUT THE Stanley brothers adhered to 


an old tradition of craftsmanship and re- 
fused to mass produce their cars, relying 
Instead on hand-built bodies to bear their 
name. They always were behind in their 
orders and couldn't hope to compete with 
the Innovative methods of Henry Ford. 


There has been renewed interest in the 


steam or Ranklne cycle engine, but fuel 
economy remains a problem. In a recent 
California bus experiment, steam power 
plants consumed about three times the 
fuel of a diesel-powered bus. 


Other problems include large weight 


and size, cost, water consumption, water 
freezing and lubrication. 


Another engine being studied, especial- 


ly by the Ford Motor Co., in this country, 
is the Stirling engine. An external burner 
heats a gas — usually hydrogen — sealed 
inside the engine and the expanding gas 
drives the pistons. 


The experimental engines have proved 


to be clean, quiet and economical, but 
the engine still presents some packaging 
problems, primarily because of the need 
for a very large radiator. 


FROM THE standpoint of a gasless 


car, the electric car probably is receiv- 
ing the most attention. It emits no ex- 
haust fumes and Is virtually noiseless. 


But It can't travel very far without 


being recharged, weighs much more 
than a comparable gasoline-fueled car 
and would be more expensive to produce 
until it could be built under mass-produc- 
tion methods. 


In discussing the battery electric pow- 


er plants recently, General Motors Pres. 
Edward N. Cole said they "simply trans- 
fer the problems from the tailpipe of the 
automobile to the smokestack of the cen- 
tral electric generating station." 


Until there is a breathrough in bat- 


tery technology, the electric car has a 
very restricted role in the transportation 
system, Cole said. 


All the major U.S. automakers took 


part in the electric car resurgence of the 
mid-1960s, but admitted In a few years 
that they hod been a little "over- 
enthusiastic" about the potential of ma- 
jor battery breakthrough. 
' THERE ARE a number of electric 
'cars on U.S. roads now, some con- 
versions of regular gas-powered can and 
others specially designed as electrics. 


The electrics are most often considered 


as urban vehicles where only short dis- 
tances are traveled and as the only 
serious means of shifting part of the 
energy burden away from the auto's pre- 


them like an Incandescent. If you're not 
going to need them for five minutes or 
more, you can save by turning them off. 


"Older fluoresccnts had a limited num- 


ber of starts, but modern tubes do not.

The vehicle was built specifically for 


the stop-and-go driving found in subur- 
ban use.- 


PRELIMINARY DATA showed its top 


speed was 52 miles per hour with e 95- 
mile range at a constant speed of 40 
m.p.h. In typical metropolitan traffic re- 
quiring two stops per mile, the range 
drops to 53 miles. 


It's powered by 36, six-volt, lead-acid 


storage batteries similar to the batteries 
used in golf carts. 


The low-range and high initial cost is a 


good example of the reasons the electric 
vehicle is not ready to displace the gaso- 
line-powered car. The present Internal 
combustion engine may hove strong, 
competition in the near future, but not 
from the steam and electric cars.

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Book explains 
4ups and downs' 
of inflation 


The ups and downs of inflation are dis- 


cussed in the most recent issue of Busi- 
ness Conditions, published by the Feder- 
al Reserve Bank of Chicago. 


Average prices paid by consumers 


have declined in only two years since 
World War II, 1949 and 1955. The rate of 
inflation accelerated with the Vietnam 
War, reached a peak in 1970, moderated 
in 1971 and 1972, and then gathered 
strong momentum in the current year. 
Many analysts now think inflation will 
continue at about the present rate for 
years to come. 


After explaining methods of measuring 


price inflation and its alter ego "the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar," the Chi- 
cago Fed article outlines the inter-rela- 
tionships of the basic forces of supply 
and demand, emphasizing the material 
shortages and manpower difficulties that 
have restricted output in recent years, 
while labor costs have Increased much 
faster than output per man-hour. 


THE BANK FINDS that, historically, 


periods of Inflation have been associated 
with expanding activity and prosperity, 
while deflations have been accompanied 
by reduced activity and unemployment. 
Expectations of continued Inflation not 
only sustain the momentum of. price and 
wage increases, but they encourage pop- 
ular acceptance of simple, and in some 
cases perhaps harmful, proposals to 
solve this complicated problem. 


Control of the wage-price spiral 


through monetary and fiscal policy is 
hampered by the fact that most people 
are both for and against inflation at the 
same time. They oppose Increases in the 
prices of goods and services tbey buy, 
but they welcome increases in prices of 
the commodities and services they sell — 
wages and salaries for most. 
' In the next issue of Business Conditions 
the Chicago Fed continues its analysis of 
price inflation with discussions of price 
and wage. controls,' worker's com- 
pensation, corporate profits, the federal 
budget, and the effects of the devaluation

Bernie Casey's 
toughest role 
most rewarding

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Ex-football 


star, poet, painter, actor Bernie Casey 
has pulled off an almost impossible act- 
ing assignment, playing a man who can 
communicate only by blinking his eyes. 


Casey portrays the late Maurice 


Stokes, the professional basketball player 
for the Cincinnati Royals who was paral- 
yzed for a dozen years after suffering a 
fall.

"I never knew Stokes, but I talked to 


Twyman about him after I signed for the 
role. And I didn't try to become Maurie 
Stokes. By the end of two months of pro*, 
duction I was depressed. 


"It's not easy to play a dying man 


whose life is restricted to braces, bed, 
and a wheelchair. But if an actor is in- 
volved in his work he's bound to be af- 
fected. 


"I'm nothing likes Stokes. His person- 


ality is altogether different from mine. 
We had different life textures." 


CASEY DRAWS satisfaction from his

MSD noncommittal on date 
for reservoir completion

While Buffalo Grave official* hope a 


100-ncro reservoir along Buffalo Creek 
will be completed by mid-1073, the Met* 
ropoUtan Sanitary District will not make 
any commitments. 


Bath these groups and the Lake County 


Forest Preserve District are involved in 
the project that is expected to alleviate 
the flooding of homes along tho creek. 


Roy Carlson, principal civil engineer 


for tho MSD, said yesterday his district's 
legal department is still reviewing the 
proposed contract between tho three 
agencies. 


Carlson could not predict when tho 


agreement might bo executed or when- 
construction of tho reservoir will begin. 


Under the reservoir proposal the forest 
preserve district would acquire the 
needed land, the MSD would construct it 
and Buffalo Grove would maintain It. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson said 


yesterday he expects to get a copy of the 
agreement within the next week and is 
hopeful it will be signed sometime In 
January. The village will libt act on the 
proposal, he said, until the MSD and for- 
est preserve district sign the contract. 


If the three agencies reach agreement 


by January, Larson said the reservoir 
could probably be completed by May, 
1075. He sold it probably would take 
about a year to acquire land and another 
four months to construct the reservoir.

When the agreement Is signed, the for- 


est preserve district will apply for a fed- 
eral grant that will reimburse the 'MSD 
for.half the land acquisition cost. How- 
ever, if the grant is not approved, MSD 
officials have indicated tho sanitary dis- 
trict will pay the entire cost. 


WHEN COMPLETED, the 260-mIlllon- 


gallon reservoir, which will be at the 
southwest corner of Arlington Heights 
and Checker roads, will provide major 
flood relief for downstream Buffalo 
'Grove'and Wheeling'residents.'During a 
severe storm, water will be held in the 
reservoir until the danger of flooding hatf 
passed. The water will then be released 
slowly from the reservoir. 


Officials have'said the area surround- 


ing the reservoir will probably be in- 
undatec! 5 per cent'of the time. After a 
severe storm, it will be drained making 
the area suitable for recreation. Al- 
though exact facilities have not been de- 
cided upon, the area might be suitable 
for fishing, picnicking and other sports 
activities. 


The reservoir has been in the planning 


stages for more than a year. Officials 
originally hoped it would bo completed 
by mid-1974.

There are no "slip throughs" at Willow 


Grove School, according to teachers at 
the Dist. 96 school In Buffalo Grove — no 
children who are passed on from grade 
to grade without learning to read. 


It may sound incredible that a child 


could come out of any elementary school 
without having mastered basic reading 
skills, but it does happen. 


Not at Willow Grove, however, say 


teachers there, because of a careful 
monitoring system. It is designed to iden- 
tify students with reading problems and 
correct them before the difficulties be- 
come insurmountable. 


The system Is part of the Individually 


Guided Education program adopted by 
Dist. 96 last year. 


At the beginning of each school year, 


students are tested to determine their 
reading abilities. Based on the results of 
the screening, they are placed in reading 
groups according to performance level, 
rather than age. 


FOR EXAMPLE, some kindergarten 


students participate'in reading activities 
along with first and second graders and 
then return to their classes for other in- 
.struction. By the same token, older stu- 
dents who have reading problems are 
placed in reading' groups with primary 
students and take other subjects along 
with the rest of their classmates. ' 


"The nice part of this is that these chil- 


dren are allowed to function with their 
own peer group, but they can read at the 
level they're most comfortable learn- 
ing," said Virginia Weston, a teacher in 
one of the two six-and seven-year-olds 
units at Willow Grove. 


Each of the four teachers in the six- 


and-seven-year-old-unit teaches one read- 
ing group. Hie students in the groups 
range In ability from those who are Just 
learning to read to children who are able 
to read library books independently/ 


Because there is dose communication 


between the instructors In each unit, ev- 
ery child virtually has four'teachers 
watching his progress. 


THE UNIT TEACHERS meet for an 


hour each day to plan lessons and dis-

More than $3,500 was spent by Wheel- 


ing Township on temporary welfare as- 
sistance in November. 


The township's public assistance pro- 


gram provides emergency shortienn fi- 
nancial aid for residents in need. Usually 
the residents are those who do not quali- 
fy for the various categorical-aid pro- 
grams funded by the state and federal 
government or those who are waiting to 
be accepted for other assistance. 


The November allocation Is the largest 


this year. The second record spending 
month was June when Wheeling Town- 
ship gave $3,141.69 to 28 families in need. 


This year, the Wheeling Township 


Board of Auditors have allocated $51,300 
to the general assistance fund. An aver- 
age of $2,500 Is spent each month by the 
township. Since the beginning of the fis- 
cal year in March, Wheeling Township 
has spent $23,000 on welfare caring for 
106 persons.

Worthy goals 


Educators have the plans; now they must outline ways to achieve their aims:

Personalized 
instruction, 
improved 


communications and more efficient ad- 
ministration head the lists of goals com- 
piled by DCS Plaines school officials. 


Following guidelines set down by the 


state school superintendent's office, ad- 
ministrators In DCS Plaines Elementary 
School Dist. 62 and East Maine Township 
Dist. 63 began drawing up objectives ear- 
ly this year. 


Both districts conducted resident sur- 


veys and consulted with parents, teach- 
ers, administrators and students before 
submitting their final plan to Supt. Mi- 
chael Bakalls' office. 


JACK WATSON, a representative of 


Bakalls' office, said school districts were 
asked to plan long-range goals because 
"there needs to be a certain amount of 
planning in school districts and many 
weren't doing it." 


"We want school districts to have a, 


working plan by which they can associ- 
ate on a dally basis," he said. "We want 
them to know the direction they're at- 
tempting to go and what they plan to 
accomplish." 
• • 


While the state superintendent didn't 


lay down rigid guidelines for the goals, 
"We have asked that everything should 
bo measurable," Watson said. 


"We're not asking that the plans be the 


same. We wont districts to develop a 
plan unique to their community," he 
said. "If we have 1,083 school districts, 
wo expect 1,083 plans." 


While some goals set by the East 


Maine schools differ from those drawn 
up by Dlst. 62 officials both districts 
agreed on the need for more efficient 
management: 


THE DIST. 62 plan calls for a "study 


of various goal-oriented management 
programs with the objective of making 
recommendations for future district plan- 
ning and operation." 


Administrators in Dlst. 63 will be de- 


veloping "a more organized and purpo- 
sive approach to long range planning and 
greater goal directed behavior." Educa- 
tors will be asked*to prepare manage- 
ment objectives for their department for 
review by the superintendent. 


East Maine officials said they hoped 


the new management program "will aid 
the district in establishing priorities, help 
in decision making, contribute to greater 
teacher involvement ... and provide'a 
, sounder basis for accountability." 


BOTH DISTRICTS plan changes in 


their communications system with Dist. 
62 beginning a study of "the existing ave- 
nues of communication to make recom- 
mendations for their maintenance, im- 
provement or elimination." 


The Dlst. 63 board recently completed 


a study of communications and will act 
on a new plan at their Dec. 18 meeting. 
The plans include a district-wide news- 
letter, district-wide rap sessions and'Im- 
proved inter-school communications. 


Goals'of .both'East Maine and Des 


Plaines elementary schools call for more 
individualizeed instruction for students. 


EDUCATIONAL OBJECTIVES for the 


East Maine Schools include: 


• Respect for the individual child and

not existing in the pretelevislon era face 
competitive newsmen today. 


The constant haste to get things in 


print can result in stories appearing 
where all facts have not been thoroughly 
checked, he believes. 


"Also, the value of newspapers is being 


questioned these days because people are 
so much a part of the news," he added. 


MURNANE contended that the politi- 


cal attitudes of reporters can be largely 
responsible for news slant. 


He cited statistics from a 1970 survey 


in which 76 per cent of political and so- 
cial science students Interviewed consid- 
ered themselves "liberal or radical." 
Murnane also discussed results of a 1971 
Gallup Poll which identified 56 per cent 
of freshmen college students surveyed as 
middle of the road, 26 per cent leaning to 
the left and 5 per cent far left 


A graduation followup indicated 49 per 


cent of the sample had moved to the left, 
he said. 


Murnane pinpointed the "real problem 


of the news media" as the "credibility 
gap newsmen themselves attribute to 
President Nixon." 


HE TALKED of failure of Washington, 


D.C., newspapers and others throughout 
the country to report a special 1971 meet- 
ing where 88 congressmen convened to 
discuss the "grave lack of defense pos- 
ture against the Soviet Union." 


"Whenever you get 88 members of 


Congress together, doing anything, it cer- 
tainly is an event worth consideration," 
Murnane quipped, calling the incident 
"an example of the general mentality of

what I put in quotes as the 'eastern liber- 
al press.'" 


"But," he continued, "had the coo-, 


gressmen marched to the White House to 
tack their thesis on the door ... or had

have been news." 


Murnane mentioned an inaccurate Los 


Angeles Times story in 1969 that reported 
the assassination of 29 Black Panther 
members in police confrontations within 
a year. The story was picked up by a 
number of ottor papers in the U.S. as 
well, he said. 


YET, HE SAID, when pressed to verify 


facts and sources, the papers were 
unable to comply. 


"The truth of the matter was that nine 


Black Panthers had been assassinated in 
that year," he explained, emphasizing 
that a mistake bad been made along the 
line and routinely picked up by many pa- 
pers. He failed to note that the story was 
later debunked by the news media. 


Murnane said individual interests of" 


reporters, quality and quantity of note- 
taking and many ways In which a story' 
can be changed after it leaves the hands 
of the reporter must be also considered. 


Murnane told ROOST members of a 


new organization, Accuracy in Media 
CAIM), formed to monitor media accura- 
cy. 


He said the group has recently pur- 


chased stock in the Washington Post and 
New York limit, and has "taken on the 
giant National Broadcasting Company" 
in litigation. 


Murnane urged protest of inaccuracies 


or misrepresentation "not through the 
use of counsel or individual letters." 


"Get 10 per cent of your neighbors to 


write letters. And you, and those neigh- 
bors, tell merchants who advertise in the 
papers concerned that you will not con- 
tinue buying merchandise unless they 
cancel advertising," he suggested.

One day in the life of a 
Salvation Army bell ringer

"Are you in the German Army or the 


American Army?" asked the little boy as 
he pointed to the sign above the kettle. 


"Neither," I replied, "this is for the 


Salvation Army." 


"The Salvation Army?" he said. As a 


quizzical look crossed Ms face, the little 
boy shook his head and walked away — 
another little Incident in the life of a Sal- 
vation Army bell-ringer. 


The familiar red kettle with the bell- 


ringer standing next to it can now be 
seen for the first time this Christmas in 
Elk Grove Village. Kettles are placed at 
the Bonk of Elk Grove and several shop- 
ping centers on Friday evenings and all 
day Saturday until Christmas. 


Most of the bell-ringers, myself includ- 


ed, are volunteers with no connection to 
the Salvation Army, but who thought it 
would be a good idea to help a 'worthy 
cause. 


BEING A bell-ringer is an opportunity 


to do "instant analysis" on people. 


Those who do not place money in the 


kettle always look the other way, they 
avoid your eyes and pretend you are not 
there. 


The donors exhibit a variety of styles. 


Some people sneak up to the kettle, 


make a quick toss with their money and 
scurry away. Others walk up smiling and 
joking as they place their money in the 
kettle. 


Some people try to appear as noncha- 


lant as possible as they make their con- 
tribution. 
; 


Most of the donations were quarters, 


but some people would toss hi whatever 
change they had in their hand after 
walking out of the food store or drug 
store. 


THE EXCEPTION to the "quarter or 


spare change" rule were the little old 
ladles — some of them bent, all of them 
walking stow. Whenever one approached 
the kettle, she always held a tightly fold- 
ed dollar bill which she would carefully 
place in the kettle. 


Young children were the most fun to 


watch. They would stare at you, wonder- 
ing why anyone would be outside on a 
cold day just standing and ringing a bell. 


Usually they would ask their mother or 


father, "Why is that man there ringing 
the bell?" If the parent did answer, it 
would be to say the man was collecting 
money to help other people. 


"Can I have some money to put in?" 


or "Are you going to put" in some mon- 
ey?" was usually the next thing the child 
would say to his mother or father. 


Quickly realizing they bad been corner- 


ed by their child, the parent would reach 
into a pocket or purse, pull out some 
change and give it to the child, saying, 
"Put it in the kettle." 


FOR THE HOUR I was a bell-ringer, 


teen-agers, with one exception, ignored 
the bell or the kettle. The one exception 
occurred as two boys wearing Elk Grove 
High School jackets walked past. 


One of the boys stopped, walked to the 


kettle and put in a dollar. His-companion 
gave him what'can only be described as 
a stunned look and mumbled something 
about not having any change. 


After my hour as a bell-ringer I start- 


ed getting cold, but I felt satisfied. I 
guessed that during the time I was out 
there, people had donated about $20. 


Volunteers are still needed for the next 


two weekends. More kettles could have 
been placed if more people had volun- 
teered as bell-ringers. 


Anyone willing to work for an hour or 


more, either Friday night or on Saturday 
can volunteer by calling the village hall 
at 439-3900 and asking for either Trustee 
Nand Vanderweel or George Coney, di- 
rector of finance. 


And remember, it's for the Salvation

The closing will lengthen Christmas; 


vacation by two days since classes-were 
scheduled to resume Thursday, Jan 3. 
The extra vacation days will be classi- 
fied as emergency days and will not be 
pnade up at the end of the school year.. 
The district is allowed five emergency 
days each year by the state. 


IN A PRESENTATION to the board 


last night, student council members said 
the district would conserve 1,336 gallons 
of gasoline for buses, 2,000 gallons for 
automobiles used by students and teach- 
ers to commute to school, 1,066 kilowatt 
hours of electricity and would reduce 
fuel consumption for heating school 
buildings by 25 per cent during the two 
days. 


In a written proposal, the students 


said, "We believe that the board should 
take this action because it is necessary 
that the school district assume the posi- 
tion of leadership on this issue. As an 
agency of local government, the school 
district should set an example for the 
community." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, in recommend- 


ing the closing, said elementary schools 
in the Dist. 214 area are also considering 
closing on Jan. 3 and 4. It would be eas- 
ier for families to plan vacations during 
the holidays if both the high schools and 
elementary schools close on the same 
days, he said.

Students, teachers differ on education goals

High School Dlst. 211 students say their 


major objective in school Is to learn how 
to got along with other people. 


But their parents feel learning the bas- 


ic skills of reading, writing, speaking and 
listening should be the most important 
part of their education and teachers and 
administrators in Dist. 211 agree with the 
parents. 


This is one of the conclusions that can 


bo drawn from the ranking educational 
goals and objectives by Dist. 211 stu- 
dents, teachers, parents and adminis- 
trators lost month. 


They were asked to rank a list of 18 


general educational goals hi order of im- 
portance and lost week they rated the 
five high schools m Dlst. 211 as to bow 
well they ore fulfilling these goals. 


Dlst. 211 officials will use the results of 


these rankings as a guide in planning 
education programs for the future. 


THE RESULTS OF the survey of 60 


students, 250 parents, 60 teachers and a 
majority of the administrators in Dist. 
211 have been computed into averages. 
Students gave highest priority to the 
goals, "learn to respect and get along 
with people with whom we work and 
live," "develop good character and self 
respect," and "develop skills to enter a 
specific field of work." 


Parents, teachers and administrators 


gave high priority to the goal, "develop 
skills in reading, writing, speaking and 
listening." Parents and teachers agreed 
on the priority given the goal, "learo 
bow to examine and use Information," 
and parents and administrators agreed 
on the goal to "gain a general educa- 
tion." 


Teachers agreed with students in giv- 


ing high priority to developing good char- 
acter and self-respect. 


DIST. 211 administrative assistant 


Jim Merrins said, "All the goals have 
merit. There Ts no right or wrong rank- 
ing," but he did say administrators and 
parents tended to agree on ranking, stu- 
dents tended to disagree with them, and 
rankings from teachers were somewhere 
in the middle. 


For instance, teachers, parents and ad- 


ministrators gave high priority to in- 
tellectual goals emphasizing basic skills 
and general education, but teachers also 
agreed with students and gave high pri- 
ority to personal goals such as devel- 
oping good character. 


Administrators agreed' with parents 


"because most of them are parents and 
are members of the same community," 


said Merrins. "Students, of course, don't 
perceive things the way adults do," be- 
cause they are more concerned about 
personal goals, said Merrins. "Identity is 
a big thing for them at this point in their 
life." Teachers see a need for "a balance 
between the teaching of skills and the 
teaching of a healthy attitude," he said. 


ALL FOUR groups did tend to agree 


on the goals they think are the least im- 
portant. Those were: "Understand and 
practice the skills of family living," 
"practice and understand the ideas of 
health and safety," and "appreciate cul- 
ture and beauty in the world." 


There was "virtually no difference" in 


the rankings by parents from the five 
high school attendance areas, said Mer- 
rins. Where there was disagreement, the 
difference was slight and involved me- 
. dium-priority goals. 


THE PARENTS' ratings of bow the 


schools do their job won't be tabulated 
for another month, said Merrins, but pre- 
liminary indications are that "people are 
satisfied with what the school is doing.'.'. 
They said the schools are doing a good '. 
job on fulfilling the high priority goals,:• 
but were not In agreement on the lower: 
priority goals, Merrins said.

The results of the rankings will not sit': 


on a shelf in a district office and never'- 
be used, said Merrins. Dist 211 officials -" 
plan to use the results as a tool in re-'. 
viewing and writing new curricula. "It is 
the type of tool that gives you more in- 
formation and opens up more alterna- 
tives. While it can't be followed as reli- 
gion, it provides us with something we: 
didn't know before," he said. 


The rating system should be repeated

Dist. 211 Supt. Richard Kolze said last 


week tho board would close schools only 
as a last resort. Cutbacks have been 
mode In the district's use of energy, he 
said, but the board has placed a high 
priority on keeping schools open. "The 
daytime instructional program would be 
the last thing that's affected," he said. 


Kiszka .said he did not know when the 


board would make a final decision re- 
garding the construction of a new school 
building. 


No referendum will have to be held to 


approve funds for a new school building 
because voters in Dist. 15 accepted a $3.5 
million referendum In 1971. That vote ap- 
proved a $1 million expenditure for Pala- 
tine Hills Junior High School and the 
construction of two elementary schools. 


NEITHER OF those two elementary 


schools has been constructed. One was 
scheduled to open in the fall of 1974 in 
the western section of the district. The 
other, scheduled to open in the fall of 
1975, was to be located in the northern 
part of the district. The district-presently 
owns the proposed sites for the two 
schools. 


The discussion of a new school comes 


two months after the approval of a 4,472 
residential development in the western 
part of the school district called West- 
bury. 


The development) which is being con- 


structed on the old Howie-ln-the-Hllls 
site, lies between Hoffman Estates and 
Winston Knolls. Present plans call for 400 
four-bedroom single-family homes; 4,000 
apartments', townhouses and con- 
dominiums plus two commercial areas.

MOUNDS OP SOAPSUDS start out as snow, but quickly 
turn to flying bubbles as enthusiastic youngsters start 
clapping to watch the soap splatter. Three-year-old Mi- 


chael Norton starts the fun, during a mid-morning activ- 
ity weekly at the Community Child Care Center for 
Palatine Township, In Palatine.

On one side of the wall, giggling 


3-year-olds are up to their elbows in a 
mushy white substance that looks re- 
markably like five gallons of Elmer's 
Glue. ' 


And on the other side, peanut butter 


and pine cone bird feeders get special 
attention from four-year-olds who spend 
almost as much time sampling 'the pea- 
nut butter as they do spreading it on the 
cones. 


It's a hectic, noisy activity hour in'a 


normal day care center. With one differ- 
ence. Nearly half of the youngsters at 
the center come from families who can't 
afford to pay the full fees at private cen- 
ters or at this one, the Community Child 
Care Center of Palatine Township. • " 


AFTER LESS THAN three months in 


operation, the day care center has grown 
from 20 children to 38 children, all three 
and four-years-old. The center operates 


in three large Sunday School areas of the 
Palatine Presbyterian Church, Palatine 
and Roblwing roads, Palatine. 


For some of the youngsters, the day 


starts at 7:30 a.m. when parents begin 
dropping off their children at the center. 
Some will stay at the center until 5 or 6 
p.m. During the weekday hours, activi- 
ties may range from snowball fights to 
Sesame Street. 


On one particular morning last week, 


an excited group of three-year-olds dived 
into mounds of whipped dish detergent, 
supposedly to imitate a tale they bad 
heard the day before about a snow rab- 
bit. 


By the end of the play period, young- 


sters had made soldiers, houses, hills 
and ... a mess. But Miss K. (teacher 
Karen Selman) stayed on top of the situ- 
ation and somehow got the soap off of 
everything with only one casualty — one

youngster who accidentally nibbed some 
of the soap in his eye. 


FOR NOW, THE center is operating 


with four teachers, including adminis- 
trator Arlene Alvis. The initial problems 
of organizing and adjusting to the pro- 
gram have apparently been overcome, 
but qualified substitutes for the teachers 
In the center are still needed. 


"It's shaped up just beautifully. A lot 


of things were just trial and error, but 
now we're used to the routine," Mrs. 
Alvis said. And as for the children, "they 
have accepted us very well." 


Many of the children who come from 


poor or broken homes have suffered 
some emotional problems In their young 
lives. 


"I had no Idea the need was as great 


as It Is," Mrs. Alvis said. She has worked 
for the past 12 years as an assistant at 
P a l a t i n e ' s Flower Garden Nursery 
School. 


Discipline for the preschoolers In the 


center Involves "removing the child from 
a situation," to a quieter or calmer spot. 
The overriding policy of teachers in the 
center, a policy that the children are 
taught from their first day, is "that they 
may not hurt anybody, and we're here to 
be sure nobody hurts them," Mrs. Alvis 
explained.

DURING ONE morning in the center, 


the only danger of harm came from an 
Indignant four-year-old girl who de- 
manded that Mrs. Alvis tell Tommy "to 
stop throwing snowballs!" The scene fol- 
lowed a frantic 30-minute attempt by the 
two teachers of the four-year-old set to 
get boots, mittens, coats and hats on a 
room full of bouncing youngsters. 


Those without mitts went out to play in

the snow with borrowed mittens or plas- 
tic bags protecting their hands. The not- 
for-profit center is working with many 
hand-me-down toys and borrowed equip- 
ment for now. Mrs. Alvis said she hopes 
to add to the center's supplies in time. 


One addition to the center will be a 


homemade mitten tree, with a pair of 
mittens for each youngster in the pro- 
gram. Women in the First Methodist 
Church in Palatine are donating the mit- 
tens, and the center has received a num- 
ber of other donations since it opened. 


VARIOUS GROUPS in the Presby- 


terian Church of Palatine, where the cen- 
ter is housed, have donated time and 
equipment to setting up the center. The. 
rooms for the center have been donated 
rent-free for the program's first six 
months of operation. And Pastor Stanley 
M. Tozer has been mysteriously nick- 
named Johnny Cash by the youngsters 
who greet him during his dally visit. 


Until the center has operated for six 


months, the enrollment will be kept at a 
40-children limit, Mrs. Alvis said. Va- 
cancies will be filled as they occur, and 
parents wishing more information about 
enrolling their children may contact Pala

The Board of Education agreed on the 


closing at its meeting last night. The 
closing was proposed by the district 
energy conservation committee and rep- 
resentatives of student councils from the 
district's eight high schools. 


The closing will lengthen Christmas 


vacation by two days since classes were 
scheduled to resume Thursday, Jan 3. 
The extra vacation days will bo classi- 
fied as emergency days and will not be 
rnade up at the end of the school yecr. 
The district Is allowed five emergency 
days each year by the state. 


IN A PRESENTATION to the board 


last night, student council members said 
the district would conserve 1,336 gallons 
of gasoline for buses, 2,000 gallons for 
automobiles used by students and teach- 
ers to commute to school, 1,066 kilowatt 


hours of electricity and would reduce 
fuel consumption for heating school 
buildings by 25 per cent during the two 
days. 


In a written proposal, the students 


said, "We believe that the board should 
take this action because it is necessary 
that the school district assume the posi- 
tion of leadership on this issue. As an 
agency of local government, the school 
district should set an example for the 
community." 


Supt Edward Gilbert, in recommend- 


ing the closing, said elementary schools 
in the Dlst. 214 area are also considering 
closing on Jan. 3 and 4. It would be eas- 
ier for families to plan vacations during 
the holidays if both the high schools and 
elementary schools close on the same 
days, he said. 


Elk Grove Township Elementary Dlst. 


59 and River Trails Elementary Dlst 26 
have announced the closing of school on 
Jan. 3 and 4. 


Although teachers and students will not 


attend school on these days, Dist. 214 
employes with 10 and 12-month contracts 
will be on duty, including administrators, 
custodians and maintenance workers, 
said Gilbert. 


SPECIAL WORKSHOPS in one of the 


school buildings will be planned for ad- 
ministrators during the extended vaca- 
tion period, he said. The board was also 
expected to consider other energy con- 
servation measures last night, including 
curtailing activities on Sunday in the 
schools with the exception of religious 
services, reassessment for,the need of 
school activities scheduled for Saturdays, 
and reduction In the number of student 
field trips. ' 


The board-asked Gilbert .to'consider

Plans for a new school building In Pal- 


atine-Rolling Meadows School Dlst. 15 
will bo discussed at the school board 
meeting tomorrow at B p.m. in the school 
district administration center, 805 S. 
Qucntln Rd., Palatine. 


A special meeting of the board as a 


committee of the whole will be held-prior 
to the regular board meeting to go over 
some of the background for the speci- 
fications. This special meeting will also 
be held at the administration center, be- 
ginning at 7:15 p.m. tomorrow. 


Plans for the new school Include only 


major ideas for a new school, not specif- 
ic design proposals, according to Deputy 
Supt. Joseph Klszka. "It's not to be con- 
fu-cd with design," ho said. 


KISZKA SAID the specifications will 


"someday be applied to the construction 
of a new building." He added that the 
board will decide where and when this 
school will be built on the basis of enroll- 
ment projections that will also be pre- 
sented tomorrow night. 


Klszka sold he did not know when the 


board would make a final decision re- 
garding the construction of a new school 
building. , 


No referendum will have to be held to 


approve funds for a new school building 
because voters In Dist. 15 accepted a $3.5 
million referendum In 1971. That vote ap- 
proved a $1 million expenditure for Pala- 
tine Hills Junior High School and the 
construction of two elementary schools. 


NEITHER OF those two elementary 


schools has been constructed. One was 
scheduled to open in the fall of 1974 in 
the western section of the district. The 
other, scheduled to open in the fall of 
1975, was to be located in the northern 
part of the district The district presently 
owns the proposed sites for the two 
schools. 


The discussion of a new school comes 


two months after the approval of a 4,472 
residential development in the western 
part of the school district called West- 
bury, 


The development, which is being con- 


structed on the old Howie-ln-the-Hills 
site, lies between Hoffman Estates and

Library growth hinges on city 


A planned expansion of library facil- 


ities in Rolling Meadows may hinge on 
the amount of money the city can con- 
tribute to the library board next year. 


The expansion of the present library 


located on Martin Lane near Meadow 
Drive would likely take place to the west 
of what is now a vacant lot site. The 
acquisition of about 1% acres of the 
Approximate five-acre site could take 
place next year, but the purchase will 
depend on how much, if any, of the cost 
can be paid for by the city. 


The proposal was presented by library 


board officials last night to members of 
the city council finance committee. In 
addition, the library board members 
asked the committee to consider another 
subsidy of $15,000 to $17,000 to com- 
pensate the library for uncollected taxes 
which account for about 10 per cent of 
the library's $160,000 budget 


The library board is a separate taxing 


body within the dty which levies its own 
tax of 15 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. The city in the past has supple- 
mented the library budget to provide for 
services and facilities which could not 
otherwise be provided by the library 


board without a tax referendum. 


LAST YEAR the city approved a 


$56,000 subsidy to the library as part of a 
three-year pledge for library Improve- 
ments. The money was used entirely for 
remodeling within the library. The sub- 
sequent two years of the three-year 
pledge call for a contribution of possibly 
$100,000 for the purchase of land for ex- 
pansion next year and the following year 
of possibly $250,000 for an addition to the 
present library. 


Board member Rodney Dahlin told the 


committee the library has planned to ex- 
pand to the west on land presently owned 
by developer Klmball Hill. Because the 
cost of the land is not known, Dahlin 
could not tell the committee the specific 
amount which the board would be seek- 
ing from the dty for the land purchase. 


He added, however, that at least 


$15,000 to $17,000 will be requested to 
make up for delinquent taxes that are 
not collected for the library. 


City officials have projected a surplus 


of perhaps $400,000 In the city budget by 
the end of the fiscal year In April. Sub- 
sidies for other taxing bodies, such as 
the library, could come from the surplus 
upon dty council approval.

MOUNDS OP SOAPSUDS start out as snow, but quickly 
turn to flying bubbles as enthusiastic youngsters start 
clapping to watch the soap splatter. Three-year-old MI* 


chael Norton start* the fun, during a mid-morning activ- 
ity weekly at the Community Child Care Center for 
Palatine Township, in Palatine.

On one side of the wall, giggling 


3-year-olds are up to their elbows in a 
mushy white substance that looks re- 
markably like five gallons of Elmer's 
Glue. 


And on the other side, peanut butter 


and pine cone bird feeders get special 
attention from four-year-olds who spend 
almost as much time sampling the pea- 
nut butter as they do spreading it on the 
cones. 


It's a hectic, noisy activity hour in a 


normal day care center. With one differ- 
ence. Nearly half of the youngsters at 
the center come from families who can't 
afford to pay the full fees at private cen- 
ters or at this one, the Community Child 
Care Center of Palatine Township. 


AFTER LESS THAN three months in 


operation, the day care center has grown 
from 20 children to 38 children, all three 
and four-years-old. The center operates 


in three large Sunday School areas of the 
Palatine Presbyterian Church, Palatine 
and Roblwing roads, Palatine. 


For some of the youngsters, the day 


starts at 7:30 a.m. when parents begin 
dropping off their children at the center. 
Some will stay at the center until 5 or 6 
p.m. During the weekday hours, activi- 
ties may range from snowball fights to 
Sesame Street. 


On one particular morning last week, 


an excited group of three-year-olds dived 
into mounds of whipped dish detergent, 
supposedly to imitate a tale they had 
heard the day before about a snow rab- 
bit. 


By the end of the play period, young- 


sters had made soldiers, houses, hills 
and ... a mess. But Miss K. (teacher 
Karen Selman) stayed on top of the situ- 
ation and somehow got the soap off of 
everything with only one casualty — one

youngster who accidentally rubbed some 
of the soap In his eye. 


FOR NOW, THE center Is operating 


with four teachers, Including adminis- 
trator Arlcno Alvis. The initial problems 
of organizing and adjusting to the pro- 
gram have apparently been overcome, 
but qualified substitutes for the teachers 
In the center are still needed. 


"It's shaped up just beautifully. A lot 


of things were just trial and error, but 
now we're used to the routine," Mrs. 
Alvis said. And as for the children, "they 
have accepted us very well." 


Many of the children who come from 


poor or broken homes nave suffered 
some emotional problems In their young 
lives. 


"I had no Idea the need was as great 


as it is," Mrs. Alvis said. She has worked 
for tho post 12 years as an assistant at 
P a l a t i n e ' s Flower Garden Nursery 
School. 


Discipline for tho preschoolers In the 


center involves "removing the child from 
a situation," to a quieter or calmer spot. 
The overriding policy of teachers in the 
center, a policy that the children arc 
taught from their first day, Is "that they 
may not hurt anybody, and we're here to 
be sure nobody hurts them," Mrs. Alvis 
explained. 


DURING ONE morning In the center, 


tho only danger of harm came from an 
Indignant four-year-old girl who de- 
manded that Mrs. Alvis tell Tommy "lo 
Mop throwing snowballs!" Tho scene fol- 
lowed a frantic 30-minutc attempt by the 
two teachers of the four-year-old set to 
get boots, mittens, coats and hots on a 
room full of bouncing youngsters. 


Those without mitts went out to play In 


the snow with borrowed mittens or plas- 
tic bags protecting their hands. The not- 
for-profit center Is working with many 
hand-me-down toys and borrowed equip- 
ment for now. Mrs. Alvis said she hopes 
to add to the center's supplies in time. 


One addition to the center will be a 


homemade mitten tree, with a pair of 
mittens for each youngster In the pro- 
gram. Women in the First Methodist 
Church In Palatine are donating the mit- 
tens, and the center has received a num- 
ber of other donations since it opened. 


VARIOUS GROUPS in the. Presby- 


terian Church of Palatine, where the cen- 
ter is housed, have donated time and 
equipment to setting up the center. The 
rooms for the center have been donated 
rent-free for the program's first six 
months of operation. And Pastor Stanley 
M. Tozcr has been mysteriously nick- 
named Johnny Cash by the youngsters 
who greet him during bis dally visit. 


Until the center has operated for six 


months, tho enrollment will be kept at a 
40-chlIdren limit, Mrs. Alvis said. Va- 
cancies will be filled as they occur, and 
parents wishing more information about 
enrolling their children may contact Pala 
tine Township social worker Ginny John- 
son at 358-0700. 


Local organizations or Individuals de- 


siring Information about donating items 
or entertaining, the youngsters may con- 
tact Mrs. Alvis at the center by calling 
991-1030. 


The day care center was organized last 


winter by Mrs. Johnson and a township- 
sponsored day care search committee. 
Township officials are contributing up to 
$18,000 during the first year to supple- 
ment fees for youngsters unable to afford 
tho $25 weekly fee.

firm now holds on option on the property 
which expires Monday. Tho current own- 
er, Peter John, has indicated he will not 
extend the option past the end of Decem- 
ber, although he has already granted ex- 
tensions to Monday, because of other 
land sales ho is considering. 


YESTERDAY AFTERNOON Kinst ex- 


plained that John expects to sell major 
portions of his remaining acreage during 
1974 and does not wish to substantially 
increase his income taxes by permitting 
the Lincoln Federal transaction to occur 
In the same calendar year. 


The problem Is further complicated by 


regulations of the Federal Home Loan 
Bank, under which Lincoln Federal is 
chartered, said Kinst. It must hold an 
option on a site in order to keep Its char- 
ter for the Hoffman Estates facility, but 
it cannot own the land outright until an- 
nexation and zoning are approved, he 
said.

His report states that exhaustive at- 
tempts, to isolate reasons for the drop 
were ineffective.

' You might add a little holiday "punch1: 
to your Christmas tree for fire protec^ 
tion, Hoffman Estates Deputy Fire Chief 
Ed Kalasa advises. 


The Oreproofing concoction is prepared 


by thoroughly mixing 10 ounces of Borax 
powder, eight ounces of boric add and 
one gallon of water. If the mix is sprayed 
on the tree and poured In the basin of the 
tree stand, it will diminish the chance of 
a winter-season tragedy, Kalasa says. 


"Trees burn so fast and hot. As It

temperature of paint, and the Ore will / 
spread from room to room," the deputy • 
chief adds.

tree fire are defective Christmas light 
wiring or overloaded electrical circuits.

today — but some kook might put can- 
dles on his tree." 


Many of the commercial trees are cut 


down In August or September before the 
sap runs out from the tree's body, Ka- 
lasa says. Many trees are dried out by 
the time the buyer purchases them. He 
advises persons buy their trees early and 
then fireproof them to assure freshness. 


Hoffman Estates has not had a bad 


Christmas tree fire In about 10 years. 
Kalasa attributes it to the artificial tree 
boom which started about 10 years ago. 
But he warns some persons are tiring of 
the false greenery and are returning to 
the real thing. 


HE ADVISES persons who have had 


artificial trees' and are returning to the 
natural tree to check the Christmas 
lights which have not been used in a long 
time. 


"They forget there Is danger," he says. 
He warns Christmas tree trimmers to 


check wiring for breaks and circuits to 
prevent electrical overload. He advises 
keeping trees outside the dryness of the 
house for as long as possible before set- 
ting them up. 


Persons should turn off the decoration 


lights when leaving home, and lights 
with low voltage should be used, he adds. 
Persons should be aware of what circuit 
the lights are plugged into so that a 
breaker switch could be thrown in case 
of trouble. 


BUT THESE ARE not all the holiday 


dangers persons should look for. Most of 
Hoffman Estates fires happen hi the win- 
ter time — when everyone is inside and 
furnaces are In constant use. 


Kalasa says homeowners should kee'p 


combustible items away from the front 
of a furnace. If the air vent of the fur- 
nace becomes blocked, the furnace will 
suck harder and, a backflash will occur, 
setting the combustible item on fire, he 
adds. 


"Furnaces have got to be treated with 


due respect," he says. 


• Ho warns that persons should not place 
unused boxes in the utility room by the 
furnace. All flammable materials should 
be kept at a distance from the furnace.

Village not only one 
to fail to meet goal 


Mount Prospect is not alone in falling to reach its Crusade 


of Mercy goal. The village shares the distinction with Arling- 
ton Heights, DCS Plalnits and Schaumburg Township. 


In Arlington Heights, some $46,000 has been donated toward 


a $75,000 goal. DCS Plaines hasn't done much better — $32,900 
toward a goal of $55,000. In Schaumburg Township, $3,300 has 
been raised toward a goal of $11,000, but that drive will con- 
tinue through the end of the year. 


Other Northwest suburbs, however, have fared better. 


Goals have been surpassed in the Buffalo Grove-Wheeling 
campaign, where more than $12,000 was contributed; Elk 
Grove Village, $12,000; Palatine, $15,000; and Rolling Mead- 
ows, $9,000. 


The $23,229 raised in Mount Prospect represents 80 per cent 


of the $29,200 goal, which drive organizer Harold J. Predovicb 
believes can still bo met. 


Prcdovich blamed the low total partly on disappointing con- 


tributions from professional employes In Mount Prospect. 
Professionals donated $507 toward a goal of $1,150, with just 
17 per cent of the professionals participating in the drive. 


PHEDOVICH ALSO indicated he was discouraged with the 


amount contributed by local businesses. Some $1,475 has been 
donated by businesses, some $405 more than last year. How- 
ever, the average gift Is down from $56 last year to $43 this . 
year. 


Predovlch said businessmen and professionals may bo re-

Gift of blood 
helps resident 
regain health

Steven Draus wasn't even in much 


pain. He had gone to the doctor simply 
for an X-ray, because his leg had been 
bothering him on and off. 


The: X-ray pointed up a. much more 


serious problem — the aorta in Draus' 
heart was swollen almost to the point of 
bursting. 


The 60-year-old Mount Prospect resi- 


dent was given a dacron tube in place of 
part of the artery in a 5V4-hour. oper- 
ation. 


The five pints of blood used in the op- 


eration came from the arms of other 
Mount Prospect residents who don't even 
know Steven Draus. . 


The blood was available to Draus at no 


charge through the Mount Prospect 
blood replacement program. 


As long as 4 per cent of the village's. 


residents — roughly 1,800 persons — do- 
nate a pint of blood each, they and all 
other village residents are entitled to an 
unlimited supply of blood for a year.' 


STEVEN DRAUS is just one of several 


beneficiaries of the blood program, now 
in Its first year. 


About 21 other Mount Prospect resi- 


dents have taken advantage of the pro- 
gram, according to Joel Johnson of the 
North Suburban Blood Center, which is 
coordinating the blood drive with the 
Mount Prospect Jaycees. 


Together, the recipients have used 


about 80 pints of blood. A couple went 
toward an operation on a two-year-old 
child. Twenty pints were used by a wom- 
an being treated for aplastlc anemia. 
Two units were needed by another wom- 
an during childbirth. 


Johnson, a 28-year-old who has donated 


blood 29 times, regards blood replace- 
ment programs 'as "shared responsi- 
bilities and shared rewards."

"Giving blood is a very fulfilling kind 


of thing," be said. "It's one of the most
